In the fighting a Spanish colonel 


and three other officers were killed 
and 13 wounded. The number of cas- 
ualties among the enlisted men is not 
known. Newly debarked troops have 
been hurried to the front- Later in 
the day the Moors resumed the offen- 
sive, and the firing was general. 


The later fighting resulted in a de- 


feat for the Spanish troops. Under 
a galling fire by the Moors they were 
unable to bold the ground they had 
gained and. in order to avoid disas- 
ter, retreated to their positions.

:>ons who brings in th's grade of wheat 
get full price for the wheat after it 
is. cleaned but have a great amount of 


KS to take home with them.

Protests 
From Western 
Senators 


Block Attempt to Place Hides on 
Free List—Little Difficulty Expect- 
ed In Settling Oil, Coal, Lumber, 
Pulp and Paper Schedules — Sena- 
tor Burrows Makes Stubborn Fight 
to Retain Duty on Iron Ore. 


Washington, July 24.—It is the pre- 


vailing belief among the tariff con- 
ferees that agreements will be reach- 
ed today on the important questions 
of coal, lumber, hides, oil, iron ore. 
cotton, wood pulp and print paper. 
Should the conference complete its 
work today, it would be impossible 
to report it before Tuesday, as the 
bouse, which agreed to the confer- 
ence on the tariff bill and therefore 
undertberules must receive it before 
the senate, adjourned until Tuesday. 


Heroic measures were put into op- 


eration in an effort to compare dif- 
ferences existing between the senate 
and house on the tariff bill and to 
carry out President Taft's program 
for a reduction of duties on r-jw ma- 
terials. 


All except 
the actual 
conferees 


were excluded from the chamber, and 
it was agreed that discussions lead- 
ing up to a settlement of any of th" 
subjects familiarly termed "national 
issues'* should be regarded as confi- 
dential. 
All of the conferees said 


that the feeling entertained tor each 
other was more pleasant than it had 
been for many days. 


Clerks Excluded. 


When Arthur B. Shelton. cierk of 


the finance committee, and William 
K. Payne, clerk 01 the house ways 
and means committee, were excused 
from the conference, it was under- 
stood that votes would be taken on 
all of the subjects in dispute before 
adjournment. As 
the question 
of 


hides is giving the committee more 
trouble than any other of the sched- 
ules that have claimed the attention 
of the president, it was discussed 
first. The discussion had not proceed- 
ed far before it was developed that 
the differences 
between 
the 
two 


houses was almost irreconcilable un- 
less boots and shoes and other leath- 
er goods should be greatly reduced 
if hides were to go on the free list. 


Senator Aldrich had reports from 


many western senators 
protesting 


against the removal of _the duty on 
hides or a reduction below^j^f -per 
cent ad valorem. The only terms on 
which the western senators 
would 


consent to consider the abolition or 
the duty imrolved the removal cf the 
duty on leather goods. 
It is under- 


stood that the Rhode Island senator 
said that there was no use in report- 
ing to the senate something that 
stood no chance for adoption, and 
that the hide interests and the shoe 
interests must get together and make 
concessions if an agreement was to 
be reached. 


After adjournment Senators Lodge 


and Crane and Representative Mc- 
Call of Massachusetts 
had a long 


consultation with 
Senator Aldrich. 


It is not known what understanding, 
if any, was reached, but it would sur- 
prise very few people outside of the 
conference chamber if an agreement 
is 
reached today substantially 
re- 


ducing the duties on hides and all 
leather goods. 


Oil to Be Free. 


After the duty has been fixed on 


hides and leather goods, little diffi- 
culty is apprehended in reaching an 
agreement to put oil on the free list 
and in compromising upon a duty of 
about 45 cents a ton on coal, a rate 
of $1.25 a thousand feet on rongh 
lumber. witTi proportionate differen- 
tials and a rate of about $3 a ton on 
print paper. Iron ore is expected to 
give more trouble than any of these 
subjects except hides. 


Many senators thought little objec- 


tion would be made to placing iron 
ore on the free list, and this question 
was generally regarded as good as 
settled.
